Outfielders come in all shapes and sizes . . . a 
fleet jackrabbits who run balls down in the gaps 
and steal lots of bases; average-looking hitting 
technicians, who spray line drives into all corners 

of the diamond; and burly sluggers who become 
famous for their majestic wallops that send 
baseballs sailing into neighboring streets, nearby 
area codes, or — most photogenic of all — toward 
aquatic splashdowns in some picturesque body 
of water.

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Ideally, the best outfielders earn their money by catching oth- 
ers’ line drives and hitting their own. 

The best outfielders come to be known simply by a single name. 
Babe. Barry. Sammy. 

Sure, you win with pitching, but nothing makes a pitcher look 
better than when one of his outfielders hits a clutch three-run home 
run in the eighth or ninth inning. 

The Indians blueprint for their return to contention is to do it 
with an emphasis on pitching — pitching and a new-look outfield. 
New look, in this case, meaning that the names are new, and so is 


the style of play.

The mashers of the recent 
past have given way to a new 
generation of Tribe outfield- 
ers. Their names are Milton 
Bradley, Coco Crisp, Jody 
Gerut, and Ryan Ludwick. 

For now. For the future, 
the very near future, add 
names such as Alex Escobar, 
Grady Sizemore, and Ryan 
Church. Then, a little further 
away, but no less promising, 
are names such as Jason 
Cooper, Luke Scott, Willy 
Taveras, Ben Francisco, and, 
inevitably, one or two sur- 
prises who are bound to 
emerge in the coming years — 
because tomorrow’s stars, 
even tomorrow’ contributors, 
are frequently today’s un- 
knowns. Certainly three years 
ago, many Indians fans had 
never heard of any of the 
outfielders listed above — and 
with good reason. Most of 
them were not even in the or- 
ganization three years ago. 

For example, of the 11 
outfielders named above, only 
one, Tavares, was a member 
of the Cleveland organization 
at the start of the 2000 sea- 
son. With the exception of 
Tavares and Church, the 
other nine have all been ac- 
quired since Mark Shapiro 
became the Tribe’s general 
manager in 2001. 


New “Movers and Shakers” in 
the Indians outfield include 
Milton Bradley (facing page) and 
Coco Crisp (left). 
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Power and versatility are characteristics of Cleveland’s new outfield 
thanks to players like Ryan Ludwick (above) and Fody Gerut (sliding, 
facing page). 


“You have a vision for the kind of club you want to build,” said 
Shapiro. “And in our case, ideally we'd like to have a Seattle-type of 
outfield.” 

The Mariners outfield, consisting of rightfielder Ichiro Suzuki, 
centerfielder Mike Cameron, and leftfielder Randy Winn, is a 
speedy, versatile group. Suzuki is obviously the star, the hitting

machine, but Cameron can hit home runs and is a Gold Glove de- 
fender, and Winn is above average defensively as well, with good 
speed, and he’s a pesky hitter. 

“If you look at our outfield,” said Shapiro, “in Bradley, Crisp, 
Gerut, Ludwick, and with Escobar close — all of them can play any 
of the outfield positions, including center field.” 

Each player brings something to the table. Bradley is the clas- 
sic tools player, who can hit, hit for power, run, field, and throw. 
Crisp is a prototypical leadoff hitter. Gerut is a versatile, intelligent 
player who can win a game with his bat, glove, legs, or arm. Ludwick

is a much-needed power-hitting prospect, as is Escobar, who at 
Buffalo this season has been among the International League lead- 
ers in home runs and RBI. 

Traditionally, center field is more of a defensive position, filled 
by leadoff hitter-type players. Left and right field are expected to 
be run-producing positions. 

“But,” says Shapiro, “if you have a run-producer in center field, 
that gives you flexibility on the flanks.” 

The Indians think they have that player in Bradley who, while 
playing center field, has led the Indians in most offensive catego- 
ries for most of this season. 

Bradley was acquired in July of 2001, 
in a trade with Montreal. 

“We spent that summer trying to 
identify the centerfielder who would fit 
in best with what we’re trying to do 
here,” said Shapiro. “Eventually we de-

cided that Milton had as much upside as 
anyone we could acquire. We feel he can 
be a 20-30 homer guy, with lots of 
doubles. When you can get 60 extra-base 
hits from a center-of-the-diamond 
player, that’s a big plus.” 

Bradley has had a breakthrough sea- 
son in 2003. 

“There aren’t many centerfielders 
who can do as many different things as 
Milton can,” said Shapiro. “Jim Edmonds 
is the only other one that I can think of.” 

Crisp was acquired last year in a mid- 
season trade with St. Louis. He started 
the 2003 season at Buffalo and was lead- 


ing the International League in hitting when the Indians called him 
up in early June. 

“We never thought Coco would be in the big leagues this year, 
but obviously his development time has been accelerated, and he’s 
more than held his own,” said Shapiro. “There aren’t many leadoff 
hitter-type guys around, and Coco has proven he can handle hit- 
ting leadoff. He beat our time frame for his arrival and exceeded 


our expectations once he got here.” 

Gerut, who has emerged as an everyday outfielder for the Tribe 
this season, was the product of a nice little trade the Indians made 
in June of 2001 in which the Tribe sent outfielder Jacob Cruz to 
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Tim Laker
